COPY OF A LETTER SENT TO A PARISH COUNCILLOR 
Mr Richardson 


In this months Bar Hill News I have AGAIN read reports and discussions on the 
Bubject of ‘dog fouling'. 


I am a dog owner myself, have had a dog all my life. I have lived in both Holland 
and Sweden and have found that both the Dutch and the Swedish have much higher 
standards than us, and they have educated themselves to always pick up their dogs 
excrement after them. I must admit there are many parts of Holland that have still 
not become completely educated but for the most it is clean. Sweden has this 
wonderful idea of selling black re-inforced plastic bags (the size of sandwich 
bags) in their supermarkets, which everyone purchases if they own a dog. Every- 
one puts 2 or 3 bags into their pocket on walking out the door, then it is a 
simple process of putting your hand inside the bag, picking up the excrement and 
turning the bag inside out, tying a knot in it and throwing it away into the many 
bins provided. 


Now if everyone who read this decided that from this day onward they would do this 
Simple deed then our land would be a clean one indeed. ‘If ONLY the Parish Council 
would set up LOTS of dog bins (they are in Cambridge in many small and large parks) 
they should be metal (to stop vandalism) and obviously should be emptied regularly. 
The plastic bags could be supplied through any store, but TESCO's should take note 
of this letter and try to find a supplier who would put them on TESCO's shelves. 


Any person seen walking their dog and not collecting after it should be reported to 
a 'sympathetic dog committee’ who would publish their names every month in the Bar 
Hill News -— that would make them sit up and be concientious!! 


After years and years of cleaning up after my dog I do not find it the least 
problem, and to my amazement people who are walking their dogs along behind or 
around me look at me and sometimes even comment: "I don't know how you can do that", 
but it's SIMPLE - no contact is made with the excrement and it's safe and hygenic 
for any person to do. 


Please publish at least some of my comments and ask everyone TO CLEAN UP AFTER 
THEIR DOGS!!

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PARISH COUNCIL NOTES 


The monthly meeting of the Parish Council was held on Thursday 20th June 
at 7.30 p.m. in the Old Farmhouse. 


Playing of Football on Amenity Areas 

The Clerk had received several complaints from residents regarding the annoy- 
ance caused by young people playing football on amenity areas with complete 
disregard to nearby residents. There have been reports of boys climbing 
over residents' fences to retrieve their footballs and also of their usiny 
abusive language to residents who ask them not to do so. Residents are also 
concerned at the damage being concerned to their fences by the continual 
‘battering' from footballs. The Village Green and School playing field are 
both within easy reach of all children in the Village. The Parish Council, 
therefore, would ask parents that, if their child is old enough, they urge 
them to play football on these larger areas of grass thus alleviating the 
present problems. a3 


Prohibition of Dogs from the Play Area 
Signs prohibiting dogs from the Village Green play area are to be purchased 
and sited on the gates. 


Bar Hill/Lolworth Footpath 
A footbridge over the ditch at the Bar Hill end of this footpath should be 
completed by the end of June. 


Transfer of Land from Wilcon to Parish Council 

The Clerk and Chairman had met with Wiicon representatives to discuss this. 
The problem of maintenance of the stream between Watermead and Appletrees 

had been referred back to Wilcon's Head Office. Several areas of landscaping 


would be made up to an acceptable standard by Wilcon before the transfer 
is completed. 


Playing of Golf in the Village 

The Parish Council are extremely concerned at the dangers of playing golf 

in the Village. Signs are to be erected on the Village Green to prohibit 
this. There have already been reports of several 'near misses'. The Parish 
Council wouk¥d like to remind everyone that the place to practice golf is ona 
driving range or Golf Course - not in the middle of a Village. 


Information Centre wines 
Despite continuing discussions with Prudential, the Parish Council are still 
unable to let the building at present. However, the Clerk will be proceeding 
with the matter and the prospective tenants will be receiving letters in 

the near future.
